THE EMBEZZLEMENT CASES 
AGAINST JACKSON DENNIS 
Preliminary Examinations Held. 
fjAckson Dennis, the president of 
the Sutter Greek Htnte Bank, now iu 
procesa of liquidation, had a pre­ 
liminary examination before Jnetioe 
of the peace, Alfred Ooldner, iu the 
supervisors’ room in the hall of re- 
oords on Tuesday last. 
It will be 
remembered that in tbeso oases, an 
indictment was found by tbo grand 
jury last year in each case, but tbat 
on demurrer the indictments were 
found to be fatally defective by the 
superior court. The defendant was at 
once ioarrested on the two charges, 
and In default of securing the neces­ 
sary bail, has been confined In the 
county jail pending a bearing. The 
district attorney decided to proceed 
anew by preliminary examinations, 
and these were held Tuesday. The 
defendant was represented by 11. W. 
Wood, and the district attorney ap­ 
peared tor the prosecution. E. F. 
Duden, a brother of postmaster 
Duden of this oity, came up from 
Sacramento as official reporter. 
The first case inquired into was 
on au alleged 
embezzlement of 
911,251), the funds of the bank, on ac­ 
count of the deposit of 15000 shares of 
the capital stock of the A. T. Ames 
Manufacturing Company of Niles, the 
stock being valued on tbo bank books 
as worth 75 cents per share. 
The first wltuess examined was 
Peter Dabovich, cashier and secretary 
of the broken bank: Be testified that, 
the organization of the Sutter Creek 
State Bank, the bank commissioners 
thought the sum of 913000 charg­ 
ed to the expense account seemed too 
large for a bank of that character,and 
suggested that it be reduced. On this 
suggestion Dennis placed the fifteen 
thousand shares of the capital stock 
of the Ames Manufacturing Company, 
valued at 75o per share in the bank 
as an additional asset, thereby reduo- 
ing tbe expense nocount to the extent 
of 911,250. He did not know by whom 
this investment was made. Witness 
did not invest it. Defendant and 
board of directors were empowered 
to make investments. Tbe cash oil 
baud March 13, 1007. was 92038.87; 
and amount on deposit 970,120.20. On 
January 22, 1908, tbe oasb on hand 
was 915:18.05. in cross examination he 
stated that no money went out of |the 
bank in payment for tbe Ames stock, 
but put in to replace other securities. 
A. J. Ames head of tbe Ames Manu­ 
facturing Co., said be did not place 
any value on tbe stock. 
The com­ 
pany was bonded to tbe amount of 
9100,000. 
The property of the com­ 
pany did not exceed 800,000. 
There 
was no working capital. 
bred Eudey. receiver of the Sutter 
Creek bank, said be took possession 
of tbe assets of tbe bauk on Jnne 4, 
1008. 
He found among tbe assets, 
two certificates of stock of tbe Ames 
Manufacturing Co. for 15000 shares, 
valued at 75 ceuts per share in tbe 
bank report. 
He bad made trips to 
Nites and San Francisco, but could 
not dispose of stock at any price, and 
be considered tbe stoak valueless. 
Tbe defense put iu no testimony, and 
tbe court took tbe matter under ad­ 
visement. 
Tbe other charge of embezzlement 
was based on a note for 8500 exeouted 
by Fred Kabb, for which Rabb re­ 
ceived 5 shares of tbe oapltal stock of 
tbe Sutter Creek State Bank. Rabb 
testified that be bad a conversation 
some time in 1000, with defendant 
about stock. Ho gave bis note, and 
took 5 shares, with tbe understanding 
that be be credited with three months’ 
interest on note, and at tbe end of 
that Time be could return tbe stook 
and take up bis note. 
No money 
passed between them. 
Just prior to 
closing of tbe hank iu Jan. 1008, be 
returned tbe stock, and received back 
tbe note. Never borrowed money on 
tbe note. Had borrowed money from 
bank twice, but never as much as 
8500. When tbe three mouths were 
up be told defeudant be would like 
him to take the stock baok. 
Fred Eudey testified that tbe oasb 
book showed that 8500 bad been loan­ 
ed Fred Kabb on note. 
Tbe amount 
hud never been returned to tbe bank. 
Tbe certificate of atook book showed 
that 5 shares bad been transtered 
tfom Dennis to Kabb, und retransfer- 
ed baok to Dennis. 
No testimony was introduoed by 
defense, and tbe matter was taken 
nuder advisement. 
Defendaut was held to answer, with 
bail bonds of 910,000 on each charge. 
Bonds have not been finished.

Tbe worst tornado experienced in 
this section occurred between 12 and 
I o'clock Tuesday night. Tbe wind 
bad been blowing a furious gale for 
aeveial hours previously, hut at that 
time teacbed its climax In a storm of 
tbe cyclonic order, accompanied by 
a heavy rain. 
The wind came from 
the south, the whlrl-wind character 
seems to have taken in a narrow atrip 
across the country. 
Much damage 
has been done to buildings, fences, 
trees, etc., in this vicinity. 
The large barn in tho Hoffman 
ranch, belonging to W. F. Detert, 
and rented to D. Mattley, was com­ 
pletely wrecked. 
It was substantial­ 
ly built. Tbe wind took the roof 
off, and threw down the aides and 
south end, laying one portion on tbe 
east and the other on the west. On 
the east side was a large shed, and 
standing loose under this at the time 
of the wreck wns a fine bay mare, 
which had been taken for pasture 
belonging to a man named Lefranc 
of West Point. 
1'he anim al was 
pinned under tbe debris, aud 
discovered the next morniDg 
neighbors, who cut through 
shakes and released her. 
One 
was knocked out, and other injuries 
sustained so tbat she bad to be shot 
to put her out of misery. 
Tbo fierceness of the wind may bo 
imagined when we say that a large 
section of tbe roof of this barn, in­ 
cluding ratters, was carried bodily a 
distance 
of two 
hundred 
feet. 
Smaller pieces were carried a much 
longer distance. Only about ten feet 
of tbe north end ot the structure was 
left standing. 
The dwelling bouse of Mrs Rose 
between Jackson and tbe Gate was 
moved fully six feet to the north. 
The occupants were in the house at 
the time, and were moved with the 
building. 
'They were unhurt, but 
most of tbe crockery was broken. 
It 
was landed under a tree, aud to the 
preseuoe ot the tiee is probably due 
tbat it was saved from being'¿dumped 
iu tbe creek. 
The damage will re­ 
quire an expenditure of between one 
and two hundred dollars to replace. 
, A large oak tree in Mrs Laughorst’s 
lot was torn up by tbe roots, and fell 
across Summit street, completely 
blocking tbat thoroughfare until it 
was cut up aud removed. 
Tbe grand stand ou the athletic 
clubs’ grounds beyond the Zeila mine 
was unrooted aud badly wrecked 
otherwise. 
A porob on tbe John Martin place, 
on tbe Mokelumne Hill road, was 
taken up aud laid ou tbe other aide 
of tbe residence. 
A tree was uprooted ou the hospital 
lot, and a portion of the fence on tbe 
west side blown down. 
In tbe old 
Musbett lot adjoining tbe hospital, 
another tree was blown down.

stopped from outside points by wires 
being crossed or poles prostrated. 
Tbe Western Union telegraph liue 
to Sacramento was out of commission 
for a few hours, owing to a break be­ 
yond Drytowu.

MINING NOTES. 


Argonaut—At this mine tbe under­ 
ground employes were laid off Mon­ 
day,temporarily, to enable some need­ 
ed repairs to be done to tbe shaft. 
Tbe track has to be replaced, and 
other repairs made. About 100 men 
were laid off. Uuly the repair crews 
are working in tbe mean time below 
the surface. It will take between one 
and two weeks to complete tho re­ 
pairing. in tbe interval tbe mill will 
be kept running, there being ¡ore 
enough on hand to last for this short 
period. Tbe mine is reported to be 
developing in great shape. There is 
abundance of ore in sight, the de­ 
velopments to tbe south of tbe abaft 
being the most encouraging and im­ 
portant feature. 
Valparaiso. —A bar of bullion¡weigb- 
iug 162 ounces was shipped from tbe 
mine, situated in Murphys gulcb this 
week. 
At .818 per ounce, tbe bar 
would be worth nearly 83000. 
This 
output is tbe product of four or five 
months’ work, but it is not tbe total 
product. During tbat time two 
smaller shipments have been made. 
The yield is from the rich black 
metal characteristic of tbat seotion. 
Tbe ore is roasted, and afterwards 
crushed by the roller process. There 
are five owners. 
C. Siri, who was 
killed last week at Kennett, had a 
large interest in the property, wbioh 
he turned over to bis brother shortly 
beforo his death. 
The mine is look­ 
ing as well as at any time in its his­ 
tory, and the owners are very 
sanguine over tbe outlook. 
A large 
quantity of free milling ore has been 
accumulated on tbe dump, awaiting 
tbe erection of a mill to crush it. 
Preparations are being made to put 
u d a one stamp mill, with a crushing 
capacity of three or four tons ner 
day. 
Altogether tbe mine looks 
bright for a prosperous career from 
now on. 
The seams of rioh ore con­ 
tinues,there being more iu sight than 
baa been tbe case for years.

In a notice beaded ‘‘Sight Injured” 
in your last number my name is 
mentioned in a way that might be 
misleading to those not familiar with 
the circumstances, and I ask you to 
state the following to avoid any 
wrong construction which might re­ 
flect on m e: 
Mr Demassa was sent to me by Dr. 
Endicott for an examination aud 
opinion of his case. 
I did not give 
him any treatment, but only what be 
came for and stated in a sealed letter 
to Dr. Endicott, which 1 gave to 
Mr Demassa to hand him, that his 
eyeball bad a perforating wound in 
the cornea and iris, and a piece of 
steel was imbedded lb the lens. 
As 
there was no pain or inflammation of 
note, i advised Mr Demassa to stay 
here a few days for observation -not 
treatment— until I decided whether 
it would be necessary to remove it at 
once or wait until the traumatic 
cataract, which was forming, would 
facilitate the extraction of both itself 
and tbe imbedded body in one opera­ 
tion: as both necessarily would have 
to be removed to save bis sight. 
He 
agreed to go home again tbe same 
day, but returned on the following 
day, and remained a few days, uDtii 
that point was settled in tbe satest 
way for himselt. 
1 also told him 
tbat iu San Franoisoo tbe oouiists 
have a giant electromagnet which 
oan extract steel from any part of au 
eye, and that he might go there if 
he preferred, but tbat the lens would 
have to bo extracted afterwards any­ 
way. He decided while with me to 
come baok; but chose to go to San 
Francsco after leaving here, as 1 see 
now. He probably did not go back 
to Dr. Endicott with my letter, as be 
promised. It looks from tbe article 
like if tbe presence of tbe steel was a 
discovery in tbe metropolis. Other­ 
wise I refer for substantiating the 
above to the doctor and his cousin 
who was with him.

LINCOLN'S MEMORIAL 
DAY. 


Next Friday, February 12, being the one-hundredth anni­ 
versary of the birth of Abraham Lincoln, will be fittingly 
commemorated throughout the United States. By the national 
and statellegislatures the day has been set apart for appropri­ 
ate exercises. 
One special feature will be a solemn pause in 
all lines of industries for five minutes at the hour of noon. 
Factories and workshops, mines and all departments of labor 
will halt as far a practicable for that brief space in respect to 
the memory of Lincoln. N ofigurejn American history looms 
up so grandly as that of the first martyr president of this re. 
public. 
Of humble birth in Kentucky, by the sheer force of 
his own energetic spirit, he made his way to the foremost 
rank among the illustrious names that adorn the list of 
heroes of this continent. 
Like all great men the correct 
appreciation of his character and services grows brighter as 
the years since he trod the stage of human affairs fade away 
in the past. 
True, he was to a great extent the creature of 
circumstances. 
Called to pilot the nation at the most critical 
period of its1 life, the eve of the mightiest civil war that ever 
afflicted the world, he proved equal to the emergency. 
He fit­ 
ted into the niche cf destiny, and filled it perhaps as no other 
man of cotemporaueous times would have done so well. 
He 
was great in mind and heart; of broad views 011 statecraft, 
and was always firm in treading the path of right. 
Owing to 
the passions and prejudices engendered by the conflict of 
arms in the effort to dismember the union, he was the object 
of bitterjanimosities during life, and fell a martyr to the cause 
of human freedom. 
One of the latest victims of the struggle 
for the perpetuity of the union, in behalf of which holy cause 
he was the central figure still, he was essentially a man of 
peace, and clung to the idea of settling the sectional strife by 
diplomacy without the dread alternative of war, until all hope 
in that direction was dispelled by the insane act of the firing 
upon the federal garrison in fort Sumpter. 
That immortal 
document issued amid the clash of hostile armies which 
struck the shackles from fonr million slaves was equally im­ 
pelled by the pressure of circumstances. 


The name of Lincoln will ever be held in grateful re­ 
membrance by the American people. 
Indeed it is revered 
and honored throughout the civilized world. 
Every scrap 
of information from his boyhood days up is eagerly sought. 
In Washington the house where he died from the assassin 
bullet, is devoted to a museum in which articles associated 
with his life and work are treasured among the precious heir­ 
looms of the nation. 
In the midst of the stormy days of his 
administration his beautiful character was strikingly illustrat­ 
ed in his own famous declaration. 
“ With charity for all; 
with malice toward none, and with firmness in the right.” 
Such a creed at such a time stamped him as far above the or­ 
dinary mold. 


A report of the state board of examiners jnst published 
shows the following items of expense incurred 
by Am a­ 
dor county against the state for the year 1907. For the trans­ 
portation of insane the sheriff of this county received $69.75. 
There was nothing paid for the transportation of prisoners to 
state institutions from this county. For the 59th fiscal year the 
expense for transportation of insane and feeble minded was 
$122.55. 
the amount oí aid granted for the support of 
dependent orphan and half orphan children Amador county 
for the two years received $4630.48, and the total amount dis­ 
bursed for this purpose was $213.065.99. For orphan children 
in institutions not under the control of the state the amount 
expended in two years was $626.805.13, scattered among 44 
different institutions.

The itemized report of the city receipts and expenditures 
for the thirteen months ending January 31, 1909 will be 
found in another column. 
From this it willjbe seen that the 
revenue has materially increased, the amount collected for the 
prst thirteen months being $10,502.25. 
The running ex­ 
penses exceeded this by nearly $400, which however includes 
the purchase of an addition to the graveyard lot. 
The show­ 
ing altogether is not bad, as the improvement of the streets 
and the city cemetery is much in evidence. It will be noticed 
that the revenue from licenses far exceeds that from property 
taxes. 
This will be more marked the coming year owing to 
the increase in the liquor license.

Descriptive Article 


A m ador county comprises an a re a of 
548 square miles. 
It lies on th e wes 
tern slope of S ierra Novad:1 mountains, 
and em nraees within its 
e rrlto ry all 
the diversity of valley 
.oothlll, and 
high m ountainous lands. 
C lim ate.—T he clim ate of the popu 
lous portions of the county is as genial 
and healthful asean be found anyw here 
in California. 
As clim ate is one of th e 
most valuable assets of this favored 
state in a ttra c tin g population, A m ador 
«•stands second to no county in th is re ­ 
gard. 
I t should, and no doubt w ill in 
time, w hen its clim atic advantages are 
more th o ro u g h ly understood and a p ­ 
preciated, become a health reso rt not 
only for those in less favored states, 
but for th e residents of other p a rts of 
California. T h e tom perature alone th e 
central portion rarely falls below 30 
degrees aoove zero in winter, and as 
rarely rises to 100 degrees in th e sum ­ 
mer.

mines are still yielding a t the ra te of 
about tw o million dollars annually.

untouched m ineralized country ot tho 
cast belt, som e ten or twelve miles from 
the m ain lode.

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How to Make A ttractive Detk Blottara 
and W all Pocket*. 
Make your C hristm as presents of pa­ 
per. 
One of the m ost attractive of 
theae paper articles Is a desk blotter. 
The usual size for a woman Is eighteen 
Inches deep by fifteen wide. The mate­ 
rials necessary are one piece of card­ 
board of the dim ensions mentioned and 
a second piece half nn inrh less In each 
dimension. The pad Is covered with 
flowered paper on the lower side and 
has flowered 
paper corners. 
Plain 
crape paper Is used to cover the top of 
the pad. 
The largest of the cardboard rectan­ 
gles is first covered w ith the flowered 
paper. The paper is folded over the 
edge to a considerable depth, at least 
an Inch and a half being desirable. Its 
edges are then pnsted neatly down, 
care being tnken to m ake neat corners. 
The smaller cardboard rectangle Is cov­ 
ered with (lie plain crape paper, which, 
for instance, nmy be yellow If a yellow 
flowered paper is being used. 
Four 
right angled triangles which are three 
inches on the tw o even sides are then 
cut from stiff and very heavy wrap­ 
ping paper and covered on one side 
with plain and on th e other with flow, 
ered paper. These are the four corner? 
When they are covered a margin of 
paper is left on th e equal sides, and 
this Is re-enforced by a narrow strip of 
nrnsMn. This m argin is turned over and 
pasted to tho upper side of the card­ 
board, which Is to form the bottom of 
the pad. The upper p art of the pad is 
then laid on the low er part, and they 
are pasted neatly together. The cor­ 
ners, of course, go underneath the pad 
corners. The pad corners are not past­ 
ed down along th e ir long side, as it is 
desirable to have them free so that 
new blotters may be slipped in and out 
a t will. 
A wall pocket of paper may l>e made 
which contains th ree pockets. For this

DANTE’S LAMP. 


Florence Doe* Penance For H e r P erse­ 
cution of the Great Poet. 
T he city of Florence hns ju s t done 
penance for a crime com m itted nearly 
OOO years ago. It has placed nn ever 
burning Inmp In the tomb of D ante at 
Kavennn. 
Florence banished Dante, proscribed 
him, confiscated his property, sentenc­ 
ed him to death, rejected w ith scorn 
his plea to ho allow-ed to retu rn to the 
city he never censed to love In spite of 
its cruelty to him. Ravenna gave him 
a hom e In life and sepulcher when he 
died. Florence repented of her bitter­ 
ness when too late. She prayed Ra­ 
venna to allow the body of th e poet to 
retu rn to her, hut Ravenna refused. 
Florence appealed to the pope, and he 
ordered 
Ravenna to surrender 
the 
bones of Dante, but R avenna prized 
these bones like those of a sain t, defied 
the pope and built over tho body she 
had cherished a simple b u t stately 
tom b. To wipe out the stain upon her 
reputation proud Florence hired Boc­ 
caccio to give rendings of th e “Divine 
Com edy” from a rostrum in h er m ar­ 
ket place, but she has ever been Jeal­ 
ous o f the privilege of R avenna in pos­ 
sessing the bones of the great poet. 
Florence hns at last hum bled herself, 
and h er act of penance w as perform ed 
the o th er day In the presence of a vast 
assem blage from all the cities of Italy. 
A hanging lamp of silver severely sim­ 
ple In its design was made by a fa­ 
mous artist and jvald for by popular 
subscription of the F lorentines. This 
was borne to Ravenna with g re a t cere­ 
mony qn*l suspended _fron^ th e vaulted^ 
roof of Dante’s tomb, w here it was 
filled w ith oil and solemnly lighted by 
the m ayor of Florence. As a voluntary 
votive offering the city of T rie st—Ital­ 
ian a t heart though in A ustrian terri­ 
tory—gave a sliver jug in w hich to 
keep the oil for the ever burning lamp. 
O ther cities gave the wicks nnd burn­ 
ers and lumplighters, and th ere were 
speakers 
representing 
m any 
towns, 
but all of these were accessories. The 
event which Italy was celebrating was 
the long delayed penance of Florence. 
H enceforth, Just as the lam p burns 
forever before the sanctuary In which 
the blessed sacrament reposes, so will 
the Florentine light shine before the 
grave w here Dante sleeps, day and 
night, century after century, so long 
as m en read the poems th at have been 
called “divine.”—A rthur B ennington In 
New Y ork World. 


Army Slippers. 
T o call a man “a warrior in dressing 
gown and slippers” is now only half 
as opprobrious as it used to be. The 
F rench w ar departm ent has decided to 
equip the cavalry with felt slippers as 
p art of the field kit. It Is only neces­ 
sary to ’supply the dressing gow ns to 
m ake the old terms of stigm a accu­ 
rately descriptive of the m en w ho do 
the fighting. The war departm ent has 
proved by experiment th a t nothing 
rests th e soldiers so quickly a fte r a 
hard drill as to take off th e ir boots 
and go about In loose slippers.

FAKE ADVERTISING TAKES 


The Cbioo Kecord haa the following 
to aay of the ‘‘fake advertising pro 
positions that, " c o m e to town.” 
They come to Davis occasionally 
and almost invariably visit Hrst the 
Enterprise office. 
T h e Enterprise ed 
heres to the policy of Holding aloof 
from tbeir schemes. 
.This does not 
suffice however, es t b e fakir has plen 
ty of cheek and little respect for 
veracity, usually 
representing that 
"y o n are helping your local paper by 
giving it the p r in tin g , ” whether such 
an nrrnugemeut 
has been msde or 
not. 
We consider ft poor policy od 
the part of the paper because of the 
fact that the business men will not be 
satisfied with results and charge the 
same in some degree to tbe paper 
What a local paper desires is adver 
tlsing In its columns which does give 
results and with which tbe 
business 
man will be sntisMed 
if he follows 
it up systematically 
aud becomes a 
regular patron. The Record rays: 
‘‘Thousands of dollars in the aggre 
gate are prnctically 
wasted by the 
Chico merobaots in what, are known 
to students of advertising as “ fake 
advertising 
schemes.” 
The 
mer 
chants is approached 
by a stranger, 
perhaps, who explains his advertis­ 
ing proposition, and as tbe amonnt is 
smnll and 
the m e rc h a n t’s time is 
valuable, be takes a chance, more to 
get rid ot tbe sulioitor than because 
of 
oonHdence 
iu 
tbe 
investment. 
Then comes along some local person, 
representing some organization that 
proposes to give a lit tle entertain­ 
ment somewhere to raise funds with 
whiob to buy a carnet. 
A program 
with all kinds of advertising space is 
to be gotten out and tb e merchant is 
appealed to take a space. 
If he re­ 
fuses to be thus bled and his com­ 
petitor cheerfully plunges, he plaoes 
himself in bad odor with at least the 
solicitor and a few friends. 
Thus 
merchants give up money to these 
schemes, often when they know that 
th ey will receive no benefit. 
Cbioo merchants are snaps for the 
advertising fakir, but the merchants 
are beginning to realize that they are 
throwing n large a m o u n t ot money 
away íd the purooase of advertising 
space which does not advertise. 
An instance of the way a traveling 
fake advertiser can acquire the mer­ 
c h a n t ’s coin for nothing may well be 
cited. About three weeks ago a young 
man named Gustin, know n to a tew 
people in the town, decided to en ­ 
deavor to make a raise through an 
adverising take. 
He cam e to tbe Re­ 
cord and secure au estimate ou print­ 
ing a considerable n u m b e r of desk 
blotters. 
The estimate 
suited him 
aud tbe order was given, but the Re­ 
cord refused to order t h e stock until 
he produced tbe price of the stock. 
G ustin 
interested 
twenty-one 
of 
C h i c o ’s business, people, his proposi­ 
tio n heiDg to place tbe blotters in the 
fo u r hotels. 
If. is difficult to tell 
how long it would take tb e patrous of 
bis pcheme to get 
th e ir 
money’s 
worth, even it he carried out bis part 
of th e contract. 
G ustiu, 
however, 
did Dot do as be promised. 
He went 
to tbe merchauts aud collected for 
tbe advertising aud left the oountry. 
while the blotters upou which he was 
to place 
tbe advertising remain in 
th is otfloe. where they will continue 
to remain until tbe R e c o r d ’s claim 
for work is satisfied. 
Tbe Sacrameuto Chamber of Com­ 
merce bas accomplished much for tbe 
Sacrameuto merchants by heading otf 
all of the advertising schemes that do 
not show real merit. 
T b e following 
from tbe Sacramento Roe in reference 
to th is 
may well be read by the 
Cbico, and Davis business people at 
th is time when there is some discus­ 
sion relative to organizing a mer­ 
c h a n t ’s association: 
‘‘During the past year tbe business 
interests of Sncramento have 
been 
saved f 100,01)0 by the cham ber of eom; 
meroe through protection from what 
is known as fake advertising. 
Legit- 
mato newspaper advertising is recog- 
uized, according to secretary Crane, 
as a legitimate busiuess commodity 
and one of the greatest benefits to tbe 
merobant and entire com m unity. 
It 
is a staple of commerce. 
‘‘Hut tbe businoss man had become 
a prey for every entertainm ent com­ 
mittee which demanded advertising 
to defray the expenses of t i e pro­ 
gram. 
Anything of a p u b lic nature 
bad become au excuse to solicit ad­ 
vertising for a 
program. 
Rusiuess 
m en became so hounded by solicitors 
th at tbe cbaniber of oommerce propos­ 
ed tbe appoiutmeut of a committee 
which would sift out all 
“ ta k e” ad­ 
vertising sobemes. The merohaut pro 
mised to abide by the selection of 
this committee, aud advertise only in 
tbe columns of approved advertising 
m e d i u m . ” ^

In Future They are to be Apprais­ 
ed and iSold In 
Accordance 
With Value. 


W. A. 
Newcum, ruceiver 
of the 
United otates Laud Office nt Hnorn- 
montc, lias recoived from Washington 
a number of oopies of new regulations 
governing the sale of public lands 
that come under the timber and stone 
act ot J u n e 3, 1871!. 
The new r e g u la ­ 
tions completely change (he method 
by wbiaii public lauds have been sold 
in the past. 
They 
will 
go 
into 
eMect immediately. 
The principal feature ot the regula- 
ions is that public lauds that come 
under the act of 1878 are not to be 
sold at 82.50 au acre, as bas been 
done iu the past, but are to be a p ­ 
praised aud sold at their actual value 
at the time of appraisement. 
Entries may be made by persons, 
associations or corporations. 
Atter 
the application has beeu Hied in p r o ­ 
per form, the register aud receiver of 
the land office will at once forward a 
copy to the chief of the field division 
having jurisdiction of tbe land wbo 
will report as to whether or n o t there 
are any legal objections to tbe a p ­ 
plications. 
if there 
are noDe the 
chief of 
t h e fleld shall cause the 
lauds to be appraised by an employee 
of tbe government. 
The appraiser must personally visit 
the lands 
and thoroughly examin e 
every subdivision and appraise s e p a r ­ 
ately the several kinds of tim ber at 
their stumpage value, and the land 
independent 
of 
the timber at its 
value at tbe tim e of its appraisement. 
The total appraisement of both the 
laud aud the tim ber must not be less 
than 82.50 an acre. 
The appraiser 
must 
take 
in to 
consideration 
tbe 
quautity, q u al ity and accessibility of 
both the la nd and the timber. 
Wheu the appraisement is made it 
is forwarded to the chief nt the Held 
and register and receiver of tbe * a D d 
office who allow the entry. 
P r o ­ 
vision is made tor tbe settlement of a 
difference of opinion between tbe a p ­ 
praiser and tbe chief ot the Held. 
When tbe appraisement is co m p let­ 
ed tbe price will be made a matter ot 
record by th e register aud receiver 
and tbe la nd will be sold at that 
price only 
T h e applicant must witb- 
iu thirty days after the appraisement 
has become a matter of record, 
pay 
to the receiver the appraised price ot 
the laud.

oases provision is made in the r e g u l a ­ 
tions for a re-appraisement. 
The new regulatons are designed to 
save what lit tle remains of tbe good 
public lauds. 
Under the new 
p r o ­ 
visions land grabbers will be prevent 
ed from tak in g up large sections of 
timber w ithout paying what the land 
is actually

The bugaboo about a war with Japan over any anti-Japa­ 
nese legislation that may be enacted on the Pacific coast, is 
mere newspaper talk. 
It is absurd to think that any pro­ 
tective measures which California may see fit to adopt in this 
direction would be taken by the island empire of the Orient 
as a just ground for war. 
The Japanese do not want war. 
They are not prepared financially for war, and it is the purse 
that counts more than anything else nowadays in the game 
»f war. Japan is suffering from the tremendous debt incurred 
by the recent struggle with R ussia. 
That war, in which the 
little brown men came out victorious, left Japan if anything 
in a far more crippled condition financially than the van­ 
quished nation. Russia’s borrowing capacity has not reached 
the limit. 
It is otherwise with Japan. 
Her credit is ex­ 
hausted, and her people are suffering from the immense 
burdens of taxation incident to the war with the Muscovite 
power. 
A ssum ing that Japan, as far as men and equipment 
are concerned, is better able to undertake a war than the 
United States at present, still the question of finances looms 
Up as paramount, and in this aspect the United States has a 
big advantage. 
Japan knows it would be the hight of folly 
to go to war with America ou any such flimsy pretext as the 
proposed anti-Japanese laws would afford. 


The trial of Patrick Calhoun, president of the Uuited 
Railroads of San Francisco, on a charge of bribing the boodle 
board of supervisors of that city, has been in progress over 
six weeks, with the jury box a long way from being filled. 
Ten jurors have been passed for cause, but are subject to 
peremptory challenge from either side. 
It will probably take 
at least six weeks more to get the jury.

merits of the controversy.
